The  Town  of  Francestown  finds  and  declares  that  it  is  necessary 
for  the  protection  of  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  general 
public  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  that  rules  and  regulations 
be  established  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  large  assemblies,  such 
rules  and  regulations  to  require  that  proper  sanitary,  fire,  police, 
health  and  safety  measures  be  provided  for  in  connection  with  such 
assemblies  or  gatherings. 

Outline: 

This  Ordinance,  including  the  Requirements  for  Permit  and 
Applications,  applies  to  any  assembly  or  gathering  of  persons 
within  the  Town  of  Francestown  for  the  purpose  of  entertainment, 
games,  shows,  activities,  exhibitions,  amusements,  etc.  at  which 
300  persons  or  more  may  be  present. 

Permit  Required: 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  promoter  to  allow,  permit,  en- 
courage, promote,  organize,  conduct  or  advertise  any  such 
assembly  or  gathering  unless  a  valid  permit  has  been  first  obtained 
therefor  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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Penalty: 

Whenever  in  this  Ordinance  any  act  is  prohibited  or  is  made  or 
declared  to  be  unlawful  or  an  offense  or  the  doing  of  any  act  is  re- 
quired or  the  failure  to  do  any  act  is  declared  to  be  prohibited, 
unlawful  or  an  offense  where  no  specific  penalty  is  provided 
therefor,  the  violation  of  any  such  provision  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  punishable  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars 
(SI 00.00)  and/or  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  one  year. 

Every  day  any  violation  of  this  Ordinance  shall  continue  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense. 

This  regulation  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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BUDGET  AND  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

To  the  Town  of  Francestown: 

The  Budget  &  Advisory  Committee  met  regularly  throughout 
the  year.  Several  of  the  meetings  involved  requests  from  the  select- 
men for  advice  on  situations  which  had  arisen  during  the  year.  The 
continuously  escalating  highway  budget  and  equipment  lease  costs 
prompted  the  selectmen  to  request  that  the  Budget  &  Advisory 
Committee  study  the  feasibility  of  the  Town  owning  the  major 
pieces  of  road  equipment.  A  survey  of  area  towns,  their  highway 
budgets  and  discussions  with  their  selectmen  have  generally  con- 
vinced us  that  perhaps  it  would  be  desirable  for  the  Town  to  own 
most  of  the  highway  machinery;  that  in  the  long  run  it  would  be 
more  economical  for  the  Town  if,  and  only  if,  the  Town  had  an  ap- 
pointed road  agent.  The  resolution  of  the  article  in  this  year's  war- 
rant regarding  the  appointment,  rather  than  election,  of  the  road 
agent  will  determine,  to  a  great  extent,  what  course  the  Budget  & 
Advisory  Committee  advises  the  Town  to  follow  regarding  this 
issue  in  the  future. 

The  selectmen  discovered  during  the  year  that  the  1977  mandate 
from  the  Town  to  reassess  all  real  property  in  Town  to  lOOVo  valua- 
tion using  criteria  recommended  and  approved  by  the  State  was 
not,  and  could  not  be  carried  out.  Because  of  the  highly  technical 
information  required  on  the  State's  assessment  and  property  infor- 
mation card  they  realized  that  the  deadline  could  not  be  met.  They 
would  face  an  almost  impossible  task,  even  with  an  extension,  due 
to  the  wording  of  the  article  necessitating  considerable  expertise 
and  much  time.  They  asked  for  this  committee's  advice.  Our  rec- 
ommendation was  to  halt  all  reassessment,  not  to  expend  the  re- 
maining monies  earmarked  to  pay  individuals  assisting  the  select- 
men in  the  reassessment  project  and  let  this  year's  Town  Meeting 
resolve  the  issue,  preferably  by  authorizing  a  professional  appraisal 
of  the  Town  using  a  firm  approved  by  the  State.  The  selectmen 
have  since  suggested  that  Revenue  Sharing  funds  be  expended  for 
this  purpose.  We  unanimously  recommend  that  course  of  action. 

Recommendations  on  1980  Budget 

The  1980  Town  budget,  as  of  this  writing,  is  being  recom- 
mended for  approval  in  its  entirety.  Lest  the  impression  be  given 
that  this  committee  is  a  rubber  stamp  for  the  selectmen  it  should  be 
explained,  that  for  the  first  time  ever,  the  budget  is  a  distillation  of 
many  jawboning  sessions  held  be'tween  the  selectmen,  committee 
and  department  heads  and  the  Budget  and  Advisory  Committee. 
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Not  all  of  the  line  items  in  the  budget  are  being  presented  as 
originally  requested.  Several  were  reduced  and  modified  as  the 
result  of  discussion  and  study.  Notable  among  those  revised  after 
their  original  submission  were  the  following: 

Highway  Budget:  Reduced  to  $92,400  from  $100,000  after 
adjusting  the  actual  $76,749  spent  last  year  by  adding  that  amount 
needed  for  the  snow  storms  we  did  not  get  and  a  factor  for  infla- 
tion. We  are  happy  to  see  the  budget  broken  down  into  winter  and 
summer  maintenance.  We  assume  that  the  selectmen  will  carefully 
monitor  both  as  they  did  the  overall  Highway  Budget  this  past  year. 

Town  Officers'  Salaries:  $5,200  down  from  the  $5,500  original- 
ly presented  which  includes  a  salary  increase  for  the  selectmen  to 
$500  yearly  each;  an  increase  long  overdue  considering  the  added 
responsibilities,  time,  effort  and  the  effects  of  inflation. 

Many  of  the  other  budgets  underwent  slight  revisions.  Those 
which  show  marked  increases  over  last  year's  appropriations  reflect 
wage  increases  and  higher  fuel  costs  which  are  unavoidable.  None- 
theless, this  year's  budget  is  less  than  $4,000  higher  than  last  year's 
(not  including  warrant  articles  involving  capital  outlays)  which  is 
testimony  to  the  awareness  and  concern  shown  by  the  selectmen 
and  department  heads. 


Recommendations  on  Warrant  Articles 
Involving  Capital  Outlays 

At  this  writing  specific  numbers  have  not  been  assigned  to  the 
articles  in  the  warrant.  We  therefore  are  making  recommendations 
on  these  by  referring  to  the  subject  matter. 

$3,000  to  capital  reserve  for  fire  trucks.  Recommended  for  ap- 
proval. 

$1,000  to  capital  reserve  for  future  replacement  of  Police 
cruiser.  We  recommend  approval. 

$5,000  to  capital  reserve  for  road  equipment.  Recommended 
for  approval. 

$1,000  to  capital  reserve  for  library.  Recommended  for  ap- 
proval. 

$1,047  for  rescue  squad  radio.  Recommended  for  approval. 

$500  to  capital  reserve  for  Fire  Department  radios  (future).  Ap- 
proval not  recommended  if  previous  article  is  approved.  Our 
understanding  is  that  these  monies  will  not  be  needed  if  Rescue 
Squad  radio  article  passes. 
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$950  for  typewriter  S'^lectmen's  office.  The  selectmen  feel  that 
this  particular  machine  will  save  the  Town  much  in  printing  costs 
and  ultimately  pay  for  itself.  Approval  recommended. 

$1,651  —  Police  radio  and  monitors.  Chief  Flood  has  satisfied 
this  committee  of  the  need.  We  recommend  approval. 

$679  —  Regional  Planning  Assoc,  assessment.  We  recommend 
approval. 

$1866  —  Visiting  Nurses  Assoc,  assessment.  We  recommend 
approval. 

$365  —  Monadnock  Family  and  Mental  Health  Services.  We 
recommend  approval. 

$1600  —  Support  of  Community  preschool.  Because  this  is  a 
private  group,  servicing  other  than  Francestown  families,  and  also 
because  the  legalities  are  questionable,  we  do  not  recommend  ap- 
proval and  do  not  feel  that  the  Town  should  involve  itself  in  a  mat- 
ter that  would  better  be  addressed  by  the  School  District. 

$20,000  —  For  reappraisal  of  all  real  property  in  Francestown 
using  Revenue  Sharing  funds.  For  reasons  stated  elsewhere  in  ihis 
report  we  recommend  approval. 

$500  —  For  testing  the  waters  in  four  Town  ponds.  The  Com- 
mittee is  inclined  to  believe  that  these  services  might  be  available  at 
no  cost  from  the  appropriate  State  department.  That  the  State 
usually  monitors  water  quality  in  its  great  ponds  as  a  matter  of 
routine.  We  recommend  that  further  study  be  made  of  the  avail- 
ability of  State  resources  and  that  action  on  this  article  be  post- 
poned. 

$500  —  For  printing  of  The  Master  Plan  and  a  digest  of  the 
plans.  We  recommend  approval. 

$600  —  To  pay  a  Planning  Board  clerk.  Although  the  Planning 
Board  intends  to  recoup  these  funds  in  the  form  of  fees  charged  to 
subdividers,  etc.,  we  feel  as  a  matter  of  principle  that  it  would  be  a 
dangerous  precedent  to  set;  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  elected 
members  of  the  Board  to  serve  in  one  capacity  or  another  during 
their  tenures.  It  would  be  incongruous  to  pay  a  planning  board 
clerk  $600  and  at  the  same  time  pay  our  selectmen  less  for  much 
more  work.  We  do  not  recommend  approval. 

$1,500  —  To  survey  Town  and  Dump  and  Highway  Depart- 
ment lands.  We  recommend  approval  of  this  article  with  some 
reservations.  We  do  not  understand  the  urgency  for  a  survey  of  the 
Town  Dump,  although  we  realize  that  there  has  always  been  some 
question  as  to  where  the  boundaries  actually  are. 
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$95,000  —  New  Fire  Station.  Meetings  with  the  ad  hoc  commit- 
tee representative  have  convinced  us  that  a  new  fire  house  is 
preferable  to  adding  on  to  the  present  building.  Logistical  prob- 
lems, land  area  and  recent  cost  estimates  almost  dictate  that  a  new 
building  be  built.  Approval  recommended. 

$3,000  —  For  engineering,  site  plans  and  architectural  fees.  For 
the  same  reasons  stated  above  we  recommend  approval. 

$500  —  Budget  for  committee  appointed  to  study  options  for 
Town  offices.  We  recommend  approval. 

$3,000  ±  —  The  approximate  amount,  at  this  writing,  to  build  a 
catch  basin  and  drainage  pipe  through  the  Arnold  property  to 
alleviate  perennial  water  problem  at  the  intersection  of  Oak  Hill 
Road  and  Main  Street.  Approval  recommended. 

Other 

The  committee  recommends  approval  of  the  article  dealing  with 
the  appointment  of  the  Road  Agent.  This  should  be  the  first  step 
taken  to  implement  efficient  running  of  the  department  if  the  Town 
is  to  someday  own  its  own  equipment.  This  committee  feels  strong- 
ly that  an  appointive  Road  Agent  should  be  paid  a  reasonable 
salary  commensurate  with  the  position  and  that  an  appointed  Road 
Agent  not  conduct  any  other  business  with  the  Town,  i.e.,  not  have 
any  conflict  of  interest  which  could  impair  his  performance  on 
behalf  of  the  Town.

Forest  Fire  Warden  and  State 
Forest  Fire  Service 

Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through 
a  cooperative  effort  between  town  ^  city  fire  organizations 
and  the  State  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by 
our  Legislature,  the  State  Forester  has  appointed  someone 
in  each  municipality  as  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  charged 
him  with  the  responsibility  of  forest  fire  prevention  and  con- 
trol within  his  town/cit)\  This  person  may  ask  the  State 
Forester  to  appoint  as  many  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  as 
may  be  necessary  to  efficiently  carr\'  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest 
fire  districts  with  a  full  time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in 
each  district.  The  State  organization  is  charged  with  assist- 
ing the  municipal  forest  fire  organization  in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with 
forest  fire  suppression,  fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution 
of  fire  law  violators  and  forest  fire  prevention  programs. 
Forest  fire  suppression  equipment  is  purchased  through 
State  bulk  purchasing  ability  and  sold  to  local  forest  fire 
organizations  at  one-half  cost.  Excess  military  property  is 
obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/city  fire  departments  at 
no  cost  to  local  departments  for  conversion  into  fire  sup- 
pression units.  This  cooperative  arrangement  between  State 
and  municipality  has  resulted  in  one  of  the  best  forest  fire 
records  in  the  United  States  with  less  than  one-half  acre  of 
woodland  burned  in  each  fire  reported.

RICHARD  LEAVITT,  Warden 
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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

In  1979  the  Police  Department  paid  out  $18,957.02.  We  had  a 
reimbursement  from  the  insurance  company  for  our  radar  that  was 
destroyed  of  $1,956.00  and  reimbursement  from  officers  pur- 
chasing some  of  the  equipment  the  town  had  originally  purchased 
of  $460.00.  Income  of  $146.50  for  total  credits  of  $2,562.50. 

We  had  estimated  that  we  would  need  about  $16,000  from 
taxes,  so  we  are  about  $395.00  over  budget. 

In  1979  the  Police  Department  handled  over  1,300  phone  calls. 
Of  these  the  Department  had  to  respond  about  400  times.  We  also 
investigated  14  reports  of  breaking  and  entering.  Twelve  of  these 
have  been  solved  with  the  arrests  of  four  subjects.  We  investigated 
the  theft  of  a  motor  vehicle  from  the  golf  course  twice.  Both  times 
an  arrest  was  made. 

The  Department  investigated  26  traffic  accidents,  one  of  which 
was  a  fatality.  We  also  investigated  3  hit  and  run  property  damage 
accidents  -  all  three  led  to  arrests. 

The  Department  also  made  the  following  motor  vehicle  arrests:

The  Department  also  gave  out  many  warnings  -  both  written 
and  verbal. 

The  two  pagers  that  we  got  last  year  have  helped  us  very  much 
and  I  hope  to  be  able  to  get  two  more  this  year.  Since  Peter  Dim- 
mitt  and  myself  have  had  these,  we  have  been  paged  over  600  times. 
They  cut  our  response  time  down  considerably. 

The  fact  that  we  have  had  no  snow  this  winter  has  helped  the 
number  of  calls  we  have  had  in  regard  to  the  ski  area,  and  I  am  ask- 
ing for  a  budget  for  1980  of  $16,500. 

I  hope  to  add  Brian  Leavitt  on  as  an  officer  to  replace  Chief 
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Burrage  from  Greenfield  who  has  found  that  he  does  not  have  time 
for  both. 

We  will  continue  to  update  our  training  and  hope  to  be  able  to 
serve  the  town  in  a  manner  I  feel  it  deserves.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DOG  CONSTABLE 

During  my  year  as  dog  officer  I  have  iiad  to  deal  with  over  130 
dog  complaints.  These  complaints  dealt  mainly  with  dogs  attacking 
livestock,  other  dogs,  people,  and  dogs  running  in  packs. 

Our  biggest  problem  since  we  passed  the  leash  law  is  with  dogs 
running  at  large.  Under  our  current  laws  dogs  are  supposed  to  be 
within  voice  command  at  all  times.  If  he  is  not  obedient  enough  to 
stay  on  your  property  when  you're  not  at  home  then  TIE  HIM  UP. 

A  few  of  our  solid  citizens  seem  to  feel  that  country  living  gives 
them  the  right  to  let  their  dogs  roam  as  they  please.  To  these  people 
I  say  WAKE  UP  and  start  obeying  the  laws.  Your  dog  is  a  menace 
to  others  while  he  is  illegally  roving. 

Another  point  that  cannot  be  stressed  enough  is  put  your  dog's 
license  on  his  collar,  that's  what  it's  there  for.  We  had  four 
Francestown  canines  show  up  in  Weare,  Jaffrey,  Peterborough, 
and  Manchester.  Because  they  had  on  their  Hcenses  they  were  re- 
turned to  their  owners.  Other  dogs  weren't  as  lucky.  I  have  made 
well  over  one  hundred  phone  calls  just  trying  to  track  down  the 
owners  of  these  unhcensed  dogs. 

I  picked  up  28  dogs  this  year.  More  than  half  of  these  were  unli- 
censed or  not  wearing  their  ID's.  Not  only  was  it  time  consuming 
searching  for  the  owners  but  in  the  meantime  their  dogs  had  to  be 
cared  for.  Some  dogs  spent  as  much  as  a  week  with  me  until  they 
were  claimed.  Six  of  these  dogs,  all  excellent  house  pets,  had  to  be 
placed  in  new  homes  as  my  efforts  to  find  their  owners  were  unsuc- 
cessful. 

Other  situations  that  have  come  up  during  my  term  as  dog  of- 
ficer were  a  few  reports  of  missing  cats  as  well  as  some  abandoned 
ones.  We  had  a  few  roaming  horses,  a  runaway  pig,  and  a  lost  and 
found  cow.  I  had  to  pick  up  one  dog  that  was  shot  and  killed  during 
the  hunting  season. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  add  a  simple  note  to  people  who  do 
walk  their  dogs,  especially  in  built-up  areas.  Carry  a  basic  kit  with 
you  consisting  of  a  plastic  bag  and  pooper-scooper.  The  duty  of 
keeping  up  a  nice  lawn  lies  with  the  owners,  if  it's  your  dogs  doody, 
it's  yours.

LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

The  Library  was  again  awarded  the  State's  Outstanding  Library 
Achievement  Award  -  an  annual  tribute,  we  feel,  to  our  splendid 
staff  and  the  Library's  hard-working  supporters.  Library  participa- 
tion continues  in  various  state  and  regional  programs  which  aid  our 
function. 

The  Francestown  Improvement  and  Historical  Society,  the 
Conservation  Commission,  the  Master  Plan  Committee,  and  occa- 
sionally other  town  groups,  use  the  Library  building  for  their  meet- 
ings and,  of  course,  the  school  continues  its  regular  programs  in  the 
Library. 

Beyond  these,  and,  of  course,  the  Library's  normal  weekly 
functions  (curtailed  this  autumn  by  Tuesday  afternoon  closing,  to 
conserve  fuel)  special  events  are  a  feature  of  the  Library  calendar. 
Library  Week,  normally  the  first  week  in  April,  was  stretched  out 
over  seven  weeks  last  year  to  accommodate  weekly  showings  of  the 
Sir  Kenneth  Clark  "Civilization"  film  series.  Attendance  varied 
but  a  staunch  group  of  loyalists  never  missed.  We  were  even  treated 
to  popcorn  on  occasion!  For  the  children,  a  Disney  classic,  "The 
Miracle  of  the  White  Stallions,"  was  secured  as  a  special  treat. 
Another  film  treat  for  all,  later  in  the  year,  was  Charlie  Holbrook's 
loan  of  the  original,  wonderful  "Guys  and  Dolls,"  which  we 
showed  to  an  enthusiastic  audience  at  Town  Hall. 

Inventiveness  and  wit  have  been  shown  in  Library  displays  on 
the  main  floor  this  year  in  which  the  Library  and  Historical  Rooms 
(and  Diane  Schott  and  Eleanor  Kiblin)  have  cooperated  -  with  the 
added  attraction  of  special  events  tied  in  to  the  displays.  April's 
Easter  bonnets  were  followed  by  new  and  old  horse  gear,  tack,  even 
Hfe-sized  stuffed  ponies,  as  the  riding  season  began  -  highlighted  by 
a  lecture  on  English  riding  by  Ann  Peterson  for  the  children.  Weav- 
ing, in  all  its  early  aspects,  filled  the  Library  next  under  the  auspices 
of  Bessann  Triplett  who  demonstrated  as  well  as  lectured  to  each 
school  class  and,  one  autumn  evening,  to  an  enthusiastic  adult 
group.  The  children  bravely  tried  the  loom  themselves  and  have  the 
proof  of  it  at  school.  The  adults  were  more  timid,  if  equally  fas- 
cinated. 

Our  other  major  children's  event  is,  of  course,  the  annual  Sum- 
mer Program;  six  weeks  of  activities,  crafts,  reading  programs, 
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story  hours  for  pre-schoolers,  etc.,  run  with  the  help  of  village 
volunteers.  Programs  this  summer  included  two  built  around  visits 
to  the  Historical  Rooms  with  appropriate  activities  following. 
Many  of  the  younger  children  had  never  seen  "upstairs"  before 
and  were  thrilled  by  their  village  "museum." 

As  the  children's  program  ended,  we  were  printing  tickets, 
courtesy  again  of  Bob  Behrsing,  and,  quite  literally,  "cooking  up" 
a  fund-raising  Chowder  Supper  party  to  be  held  August  4  at  the 
Town  Hall.  The  Trustees  and  staff  cooked  the  chowders,  the 
town's  ladies  donated  both  garden  goods  for  a  splendid  salad  bar 
and  delicious  baked  goods  -  and  the  band  played  on;  specifically, 
Bruce  Larsen  and  his  equally  generous  Middle  Road  Society  Jazz 
Band  friends,  definitely  the  highlight  of  the  year.  Unfortunately,  as 
the  chowder  simmered,  so  did  the  guests,  on  a  torrid  evening  that, 
despite  the  record  temperature,  brought  a  large  and  enthusiastic 
crowd  -  and  $453.13!  This  sum  will  be  applied  to  the  essential 
repairs  and  redecoration  of  the  Library  interior  (and  a  bit  to  the  ex- 
terior as  with  the  new  sign  jointly  arranged  with  the  Francestown 
Improvement  and  Historical  Society)  started  over  a  year  ago  in  the 
Reading  Room,  and  now  even  more  necessary  in  the  other  main 
floor  rooms. 

Even  peeling  paint  and  plaster  cracks  hide  well  behind  Christ- 
mas greens  though,  and,  as  the  beauty  of  the  Library  Building  is 
best  set  off  at  Christmas  time,  an  Open  House  was  held  December  9 
in  cooperation  with  the  Curator  of  the  Historical  Rooms,  Eleanor 
Kiblin,  and  her  active  committee.  The  upstairs  rooms  were  beauti- 
fully and  appropriately  decorated  for  the  season.  Several  hundred 
villagers  gathered  to  enjoy  Christmas  refreshments  and  to  admire 
the  decorations,  upstairs  and  down. 

Any  mention  of  decorations  must  naturally  lead  us  to  our  very 
active  Honorary  Trustee,  Betsy  Wiederhold,  whose  continuing  con- 
tribution to  the  children's  rooms  never  ceases  to  delight  and  amaze 
us.  Her  displays  are  as  attractive  as  they  are  informative  and  we  are 
always  in  her  debt. 

We  are  ever  indebted,  of  course,  for  any  successful  year,  to 
Ingebord  Anderson,  our  well-loved  Librarian.  Her  devoted  and 
gracious  service  to  the  Library  and  its  patrons  are  the  bedrock  of 
the  organization.  Her  (and  our)  helping  hands;  able  assistant  Con- 
nie Varnum,  this  year's  supplemental  staff  work  by  Jill  Leonard, 
and  splendidly  willing  volunteers  under  faithful  Pat  Cloutier,  make 
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all  the  difference.  We  are  more  grateful  than  we  can  say  to  all  of 
them. 

One  further  note,  especially  to  new  residents:  don't  overlook 
the  opportunities  your  Town  Library  offers  -  special  events  of  con- 
siderable interest  and,  most  importantly,  a  remarkably  fine  collec- 
tion of  books!  We  look  forward  to  seeing  you!

Annual  Report  —  1979 

It  was  in  1963  that  New  Hampshire  first  passed  legislation  mak- 
ing it  possible  for  Conservation  Commissions  to  be  established  in 
the  state.  Francestown  was  one  of  the  first  18  towns  to  do  so.  Con- 
servation has  come  a  long  way  through  the  ensuing  years,  in  towns, 
state  and  nation.  From  the  first  activities  of  scenic  roads  and  nature 
walks,  we  have  moved  into  active  protection  of  our  environment. 
Wetlands,  farmlands  and  natural  resources  require  active  protec- 
tion. Pollution  controls  are  ever  more  important  to  our  survival.  As 
industry  and  science  develop,  and  population  grows,  so  grow  our 
polluting  and  distructive  problems.  The  careless  poisoning  of  our 
drinking  waters  by  industry,  the  threat  of  acid  rain  to  our  lakes  and 
streams,  the  disposal  of  hazardous  wastes  threatening  our  at- 
mosphere, must  be  of  vital  concern  to  us  all.  Careful  consideration 
and  legislation  for  the  protection  of  our  environment  should  be  a 
paramount  concern  to  us  all. 

It  is  in  these  areas  that  the  Francestown  Conservation  Commis- 
sion has  become  most  active  in  the  past  year.  We  have  attended 
legislative  hearings  in  Concord,  have  attended  conferences  on  New 
Hampshire's  growth  and  historical  preservation.  Mr.  Fred  Elkin 
from  the  Water  Pollution  Board  in  Concord  was  our  guest  speaker 
in  an  open  meeting  in  September,  giving  us  a  detailed  report  on 
state  regulations.  Subsequently  we  made  a  full  and  in-depth  report 
with  recommendations  for  pollution  controls  and  protections  to  the 
Master  Plan  Committee. 

We  have  estabhshed  a  Conservation  Corner  in  the  Library, 
where  information  on  house  bills  can  be  reviewed  and  articles  on 
other  conservation  issues  can  be  studied.  A  new  Town  Forest  sign 
has  been  erected  on  Pherson  Road,  and  our  thanks  go  to  Warren 
Kiblin  who  built  it,  and  Frank  Mace  who  helped  install  it  with  War- 
ren. We  hope  to  do  some  cleaning  up  there,  perhaps  make  some 
paths,  for  walking  pleasure  and  label  some  of  the  more  important 
trees.  We  pubhshed  an  update  of  the  Francestown  Telephone 
Directory  as  our  fund-raising  event,  and  reviewed  a  number  of 
projects  related  to  the  Dredge  and  Fill  Board. 

We  have  had  a  very  active  and  interesting  year.  We  encourage 
all  citizens  to  contact  us  on  environmental  issues.  We  invite  all,  to 
our  open  programs  and  meetings,  to  look  for  the  notices  in  the  Post 
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Office  and  the  Library  that  inform  of  our  activities.  They  are 
always  backed  with  green  paper,  easily  recognizable.  We  thank  the 
town  for  its  continued  support.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Planning  Board  held  twenty-seven  meetings,  at  which 
eleven  subdivisions  were  approved,  creating  a  total  of  seventeen 
new  lots,  in  1979.  The  elected  Planning  Board  members  (Charline 
Carney,  H.  B.  Hardwick,  Joseph  Head,  Philip  W.  Ireland,  Joseph 
Ludwig,  and  Charles  Onasch)  were  sworn  in  after  Town  Meeting. 
At  the  reorganization  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  March  16  H. 
Bartlett  Hardwick  was  elected  chairman  and  Mrs.  Charline  Carney 
was  chosen  as  secretary.  Robert  Abbott  joined  the  Board  as  the 
Selectmen's  ex  officio  member.  It  was  decided  at  that  meeting  not 
to  appoint  alternates  to  the  Board,  as  changes  in  the  Board's  make- 
up from  meeting  to  meeting  seemed  confusing  and  unnecessary.  It 
was  the  Board's  unanimous  decision  to  ask  all  those  presently  serv- 
ing on  the  Master  Plan  Committee  to  continue  to  serve  on  that 
committee. 

Charline  Carney  resigned  her  board  position  as  of  October  2, 
1979.  We  all  thank  her  for  the  great  amount  of  time  and  effort  she 
put  in  as  a  Planning  Board  member  and  secretary.  Herbert 
Benedict  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  complete 
Charline's  1979  term. 

Due  to  the  extreme  amount  of  correspondence  required  by  new 
state  regulations,  the  difficulty  involved  in  taking  the  necessary 
minutes  for  meetings,  while  trying  to  actively  participate  in  the  pro- 
ceedings; and  the  amount  of  correspondence  needed  to  carry  on  the 
Board's  regular  business,  the  job  of  secretary  has  been  shared  by  all 
Board  members  on  a  rotating  basis  since  Duby's  resignation. 

The  Planning  Board  held  a  public  hearing  on  January  18,  1980 
to  hear  comments  on  proposed  subdivision  and  zoning  regulation 
amendments,  and  the  second  hearing  for  the  proposed  zoning 
changes  on  February  8,  1980.  Most  of  the  proposed  subdivision 
changes  were  enacted  at  the  January  18  meeting,  and  the  proposed 
zoning  changes  will  take  effect,  if  approved,  at  Town  Meeting. 

The  Master  Plan  Committee  has  been  working  dihgently 
towards  completion  of  a  comprehensive  master  plan.  They  are,  at 
present,  past  the  inventory  stages  and  are  working  on  the  policy 
stage  with  the  assistance  of  the  Southwestern  New  Hampshire 
Regional  Planning  Commission.  It  is  the  Master  Plan  Committee's 
hope  that  public  hearings  can  be  held  before  Town  Meeting  to  pre- 
sent their  findings,  and  to  get  public  input.  It  is  the  hope  of  the 
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Planning  Board  that  all  citizens  will  participate  actively  in  the  final 
stages  of  completing  the  Master  Plan,  which  will  be  the  major 
guideline  for  Francestown's  future  planning  boards.

1979  Report 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  is  a  five  member  board  with  one 
alternate  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  It  acts  with  the  provisions  of 
RSA  31:60-89,  as  well  as  the  Town  of  Francestown  Zoning  Or- 
dinance as  amended. 

The  Board  held  eight  pubHc  hearings  and  various  organiza- 
tional meetings  during  1979.  The  majority  of  the  hearings  dealt 
with  requests  for  set-back  variances.

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WASTE  DISPOSAL  AND  RECYCLING  COMMISSION 

The  principal  disappointment  in  the  operation  of  the  Waste 
Disposal  and  Resources  Recovery  (Recycling)  operation  during 
1979  was  the  volatile  market  for  recyclable  materials.  Early  in  the 
year  the  scrap  value  for  newspapers  and  cardboard  was  not  enough 
to  offset  the  cost  of  trucking  our  materials  to  the  waste  paper  con- 
verter. Now  we  have  an  arrangement  with  Hoague-Sprague  Corp. 
of  Hopkinton  whereby  they  supply  the  trucking  but  pay  less  than 
for  a  delivered  price.  During  the  year  we  shipped  over  17  tons  of 
newspaper,  magazines  and  cardboard  for  a  net  return  of  $140,  and 
1 1  tons  of  glass  for  $73.  Hardly  a  practical  venture  but  we  estimate 
the  same  amount  transferred  to  our  Antrim/Bennington  landfill 
would  have  cost  the  town  an  additional  $600. 

Tin  and  aluminum  can  disposal  is  currently  a  disaster  in  spite  of 
the  pubhcity  from  aluminum  producers  as  to  the  energy  saving  ver- 
sus producing  new  aluminum.  Steel  mills  still  find  the  multiple 
handling  of  tin  can  in  preparation  for  blast  furnace  use  offsets  the 
economics  of  collection.  We  do  not  have  facilities  or  equipment  to 
handle  either  material,  but  hopefully  the  market  or  collection  pro- 
cedures will  change  this  year  and  make  it  worthwhile  to  continue 
can  recycling. 

Transportation  costs  and  scrap  market  prices  on  white  goods, 
metal  products  and  the  like  preclude  any  transferral  of  the  large 
items  from  our  dump  to  the  converters.  We  will  probably  try  to 
find  some  contractor  to  remove  most  of  this  junk  from  our  dump 
area  so  that  we  will  have  room  to  operate  our  restricted  burning 
operation. 

The  Air  Pollution  Commission  in  Concord  has  placed  severe 
restrictions  on  the  materials  that  we  may  burn,  which  in  turn  re- 
quires our  neighbors,  who  use  the  Town  Dump,  to  be  careful  as  to 
the  preparation  of  loads  to  be  brought  in.  We  sincerely  appreciate 
the  effort  that  most  of  you  have  made  to  abide  by  our  restrictions. 
Again  we  ask  you  to  take  the  small  amount  of  time  to  tie  into 
bundles  the  newspaper  and  cardboard  you  bring  to  the  recycling 
center.  Please  also  separate  by  color  the  bottles  into  containers  that 
can  be  easily  handled  by  us  at  the  sheds. 

Do  not  mix  garbage  and  bottles  and  newspaper  in  one  box  or 
bag.  It  costs  money  to  separate  and  unnecessarily  increases  our  car- 
tage cost. 

The  Francestown  Waste  Disposal  operation  is  currently  open 
seven  days  a  week  during  the  daylight  hours.  We  hope  to  keep  it 
that  way  for  your  convenience,  but  should  we  find  continuing 
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violations  of  our  rules  and  regulations,  such  as  vandalism  of  our 
sheds,  misuse  of  the  containers,  improper  materials  dumped  in  the 
lower  area,  we  have  no  recourse  but  to  limit  the  number  of  days 
and  hours  the  area  will  be  open,  so  that  an  attendant  will  be  on 
hand  during  all  open  hours.  Many  people  will  be  inconvenienced 
because  of  the  thoughtlessness  of  a  very  few.

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HISTORIAN'S  REPORT  —  1979 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  town  in  recent  years  led  the  voters  to 
approve  the  study  of  a  Master  Plan  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March 
1978.  A  temporary  restriction  of  building  permits  was  voted  at  this 
year's  meeting.  This  resulted  in  only  17  permits  for  new  dweUings 
(two  of  these  issued  before  the  vote  to  hmit  the  number  to  15  was 
taken).  There  were  19  permits  issued  for  additions  to  property.  The 
estimated  population  of  the  town  is  848. 

The  Hall  of  Fame  Golf  Course  at  the  Tory  Pines  Resort  was 
opened  in  June.  The  local  elementary  school  was  provided  with 
new  playground  equipment,  made  from  recycled  materials,  by  a 
large  group  of  parent  volunteers  at  workbees. 

The  Improvement  and  Historical  Society  began  landscaping  the 
F.  H.  Colburn  Park  and  work  was  done  to  improve  the  landscaping 
around  the  war  memorials  adjacent  to  the  Old  Meeting  House. 

The  Society  acquired  about  50  new  pieces  of  soapstone  to  add 
to  our  exhibit  in  the  historical  rooms  upstairs  in  the  library.  A  chest 
made  by  James  Bixby  about  1850  has  also  been  added  to  our  collec- 
tion of  artifacts. 

The  62nd  annual  celebration  on  Labor  Day  was  sponsored  by 
the  society.  The  Theme  of  this  year's  parade  was  T.V.  Commer- 
cials. 

The  dedication  of  the  new  system  of  the  Francestown  Village 
Water  Co.  was  held  in  October.  The  old  pipe  has  been  replaced  by  a 
six  inch  main  and  serves  55  users  who  own  the  cooperative. 

Crotched  Mountain  Ski  Area  and  Bobcat  Ski  Area  have  been 
consolidated  following  the  financial  failure  of  the  latter.  The  areas 
will  be  known  as  Crotched  Mountain  East  and  West. 

Rev.  John  Maes  was  the  minister  of  the  Community  Church, 
which  held  a  rededication  service  in  the  spring.  The  church  offered 
the  parsonage  for  sale  as  it  is  not  now  used  as  the  minister's 
residence.  An  original  soapstone  stove  manufactured  by  Dodge  Co. 
of  Francestown  was  auctioned  off  by  the  Church. 

The  First  Unitarian  Church  continues  to  hold  summer  services 
in  the  Old  Meeting  House.  Rev.  Robert  Cummings  is  the  minister.

In  March  of  1979  the  town  of  Francestown  raised  and  appropri- 
ated $2,643.00  of  which  $1,316.28  was  expended  through  town 
funds.  A  total  of  $1,040.00  was  directly  paid  out  to  musicians, 
callers,  and  police  from  the  evening's  receipts  at  the  contra  dances. 
Various  anticipated  expenditures  totalling  $304.00  were  either 
deemed  unnecessary  at  this  time,  or  expenses  were  met  by  dona- 
tions. All  of  the  above  totals  $2,660.28. 

This  summer  we  offered  lifeguard  services  and  swim  lessons  to 
town  children.  A  thanks  to  Kevin  Chapman  of  Peterborough  and 
Julie  Cloutier  of  Francestown  for  making  the  swim  programs  suc- 
cessful. 

An  exciting,  innovative  Adventure  Program  was  initiated  pro- 
viding "outward-bound"  style  activities  that  were  physically  chal- 
lenging and  personally  and  collectively  rewarding.  Katie  Marsden 
and  Harry  Nelson  did  a  fantastic  job  in  directing  the  program  for 
children  ages  6-12  years  old.  We  wish  to  thank  Eastern  Mountain 
Sports  for  their  generous  donation  of  a  first  aid  kit  and  other 
various  equipment  for  our  summer  programs. 

Once  again,  as  in  past  years,  Lois  MacAdam  and  her  assistants 
brought  tennis  lessons  to  the  Francestown  courts.  For  the  second 
year,  we  sponsored  a  week-long  creative  theater  workshop  with 
Andy's  Summer  Playhouse  for  area  children. 

A  special  thanks  to  Joe  Ludwig  and  Ed  Farhm  for  ably  coach- 
ing the  Francestown  Little  League.  The  Recreation  Commission 
and  the  Improvement  Society  financially  supported  this  worthwhile 
activity. 

A  community  calendar  was  printed  hsting  all  summer  activities 
of  the  commission  and  library  programs.  A  recreational  event  for 
all  ages,  the  New  Hampshire  Symphony  Pops  Concert,  was  co- 
sponsored  with  Crotched  Mountain  Ski  Area.  We  hope  that  more 
activities  of  this  nature  will  be  offered  in  the  future. 

Throughout  the  past  year,  the  Recreation  Commission  and  the 
Community  Preschool  co-sponsored  contra  dances  twice-monthly, 
sharing  profits  and  expenses  equally. 

Our  third  annual  Halloween  Party  brought  delight  to  all. 
Special  thanks  to  Ken  and  Donna  Lee  Hardwick  for  the  hayrides 
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that  young  and  old  enjoyed,  and  to  all  the  townsfolk  who  donated 
treats  and  labor. 

The  members  of  the  commission  are  pleased  to  have  served  the 
townspeople  this  year.  Your  suggestions,  assistance,  and  support 
will  be  appreciated.

At  the  last  Town  Meeting  Article  24  was  voted  that  the  Town 
authorize  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  report  at 
the  next  Town  Meeting  with  appropriate  articles  in  regard  to  Town 
Fire  House  and  Town  Office  problems. 

The  appointed  committee  has  been  meeting  during  the  year  and 
determined  that  the  addition  to  the  Fire  House,  as  proposed  last 
year,  to  house  both  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Town  Offices  was 
inadequate  for  both.  Meetings  with  Town  Officials  and  other  inter- 
ested parties  led  to  priorities  being  established  regarding  immediate 
and  future  needs. 

With  Fire  Department  equipment  having  to  be  stored  outdoors 
making  some  of  it  not  operable  in  the  winter;  and,  not  being  able  to 
house  a  water  tank  truck  indoors,  leaving  the  town  vulnerable  to 
the  problem  of  inadequate  water  supply  for  fighting  fires  in  the 
winter,  made  the  addition  to  the  Fire  House  the  number  one  priori- 
ty. 


The  committee  studied  the  fire  equipment  space  problems  from 
several  different  aspects: 

1.  New  Sub-station; 

2.  Complete  new  Fire  House; 

3.  Addition  to  the  present  structure. 

Feehng  that  the  addition  to  the  present  Fire  House,  requiring  at 
least  four  new  bays,  would  be  the  least  expensive,  the  committee 
with  the  help  of  other  volunteers  prepared  a  set  of  plans  and 
specifications  and  put  them  out  to  bid.  The  figures  submitted  by 
four  builders  were  considered  to  be  too  high.  Consequently,  the 
committee  is  now  recommending  that  the  Town  consider  a  new  Fire 
House  to  be  built  on  Town  owned  land. 


The  need  of  adequate  Town  Office  space  was  also  considered 
and  several  propositions  were  investigated: 

.1   New  office  building  to  be  constructed  in  the  center  of  town; 

2.  Renovation  of  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall; 

3.  Purchasing  an  existing  building  in  the  center  of  town. 
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Since  the  addition  of  the  Fire  House  proved  inadvisable,  the 
committee  now  recommends  the  Town  consider  the  renovation  of 
the  present  Fire  House  to  be  used  as  a  Town  Office  Building. 

The  committee  also  recommends  that  the  Town  provide  proper 
funds  for  adequate  plans  and  specifications  for  both  projects. 

Appropriate  articles  for  the  Town  Warrant  are  being  drafted  to 
implement  the  above  recommendation.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 


SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  of  Francestown  conform  to  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  for  local  governmental  units  except  as  indicated 
hereinafter.   The  following  is  a  summary  of  significant  accounting  policies. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accrual  basis  is  used  for  all  fiduciary  funds.   Governmental  funds  utilize 
the  modified  accrual  basis  whereby  revenues  are  recorded  when  measurable  and 
available.   Expenditures  are  recorded  when  the  liability  is  incurred  (accrual 
basis)  except: 

a.  Disbursements  for  inventory  it^ms  (materials  and  supplies)  are 
considered  expenditures  at  the  time  of  purchase. 

b.  Prepaid  expenses  are  not  normally  recorded. 
General  Fixed  Assets 

Fixed  assets  acquired  or  constructed  for  general  government  services  are 
recorded  as  expenditures  in  the  fund  making  the  expenditure.   Fund  used  to 
acquire  general  fixed  assets  and/or  debt  service  payments  on  borrowings  in 
connection  therewith  are  accounted  for  as  expenditures  in  the  year  payments 
are  made.   This  is  contrary  to  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  which 
require  that  general  fixed  assets  be  capitalized  and  accounted  for  in  a  separate 
fixed  asset  group  of  accounts. 

Continuing  Appropriations 

Appropriations  for  certain  projects  and  specific  items  not  fully  expended  at 
year- end  are  carried  forward  as  continuing  appropriations  to  the  next  year  in 
which  they  supplement  the  appropriations  of  that  year.   At  year-end,  continuing 
appropriations  are  reported  as  a  component  of  fund  balance. 

Taxes  Collected  For  Others 

The  town  collects  taxes  for  Contoocook  Valley  School  District  and  Hillsborough 
County  which  are  remitted  to  them  as  required  by  law.   These  funds  are  accounted 
for  as  agency  funds. 

Inter-Fund  Transactions 

During  the  course  of  normal  operations,  the  Town  has  numerous  transactions 
between  funds  including  expenditures  and  transfers  of  resources  to  provide 
services,  construct  assets  and  service  debt.   The  accompanying  governmental 
and  fiduciary  funds  financial  statements  reflect  such  transactions  as  transfers.

Other  General  Accounting  Policies 

Property  Taxes 

Annually,  the  Town  establishes  an  amount  for  abatements,  discounts  and 
refunds  of  property  tax  revenues  known  as  overlay.   All  abatements, 
discounts  and  refunds  are  charged  to  overlay. 

As  prescribed  by  law,  the  Tax  Collector  sells  at  tax  sale,  all  uncollected 
property  taxes  in  the  following  year  after  taxes  are  due,  where  applicable. 
The  purchaser  at  tax  sale  has  a  priority  tax  lien  on  these  properties  and 
accrues  interest  at  11%  per  annum.   Delinquent  taxpayers  must  redeem  property 
from  tax  sale  purchasers. 

Property  is  sold  to  the  party  who  will  accept  a  lien  for  the  least  undivided 
interest  in  the  property  for  payment  of  taxes  and  related  costs  due.   If 
property  is  not  redeemed  within  the  two  year  redemption  period,  the  property 
is  tax-deeded  to  the  lien  holder. 

2.   PURPOSE  OF  FUNDS  AND  ACCOUNT  GROUPS 

The  Town  reports  its  activities  in  numerous  individual  funds  to  comply  with 
the  limitations  and  restrictions  placed  on  both  the  resources  made  available 
to  the  Town  and  the  services  provided.   Individual  funds  and  account  groups 
summarized  in  the  accompanying  financial  statements  are  classified  as  follows: 

A.  Governmental  Funds 

These  funds  are  intended  to  provide  recurring  general  services.   They  are 
controlled  by  a  budget  approved  by  the  voters. 

General  Fund  -  used  to  account  for  all  revenues  and  expenditures 
which  are  not  accounted  for  in  other  funds  or  account  groups. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  used  to  account  for  specific  restricted 
revenues  and  expenditures  for  various  purposes.   Receipts  and  expenditures 
of  each  fund  are  governed  by  the  terms  of  contractural  agreements,  statutes 
or  local  law. 

B.  Fiduciary  Funds 

Trust  and  Agency  Funds  -  these  funds  are  used  to  account  for  assets 
held  by  Town  in  a  fiduciary  capacity  for  various  purposes  including  cemetery 
operations,  and  taxes  collected  for  other  governmental  units.   Receipts  and 
expenditures  of  each  fund  are  governed  by  statutes  or  local  law. 

C.  General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group 

This  group  is  used  to  account  for  the  outstanding  principal  balances  of 
general  obligation  bonds  or  notes.

3.  BUDGET 

The  Town  budget  represents  departmental  appropriations  as  authorized  by 
annual  or  special  town  meetings.   The  Selectman  may  transfer  funds  between 
operating  categories  as  they  deem  necessary.
